entitled ‘“‘ The fortunes of Nigel,” by the author oj 
Waverly. He was the founder of Herriott’s Hospi. 
tal, one of the richest at Edinburgh. His name was 
George Herriot, and he was jeweler to King James 
IV.—Herriott was the son of a Goldsmith in Edin. 
burgh ; being bred to his father’s business, he was ap- 
pointed, in 1597, goldsmith to the Queen of James, 
and soon after constituted goldsmith and jeweller to 
the King himself, with a right to all the profits and 
emoluments of that lucrative office. Upon the acces- 
sion of James tothe English throne, Herriot followed 
the court to London. By assiduous attention to busi- 
ness, he had become eminentand rich. He furnished 
jewelsto Prince Charles, afterwards Charles I. when 
he went tothe court of Spain, in 1625. These jewels 
were never paid for by James; but when the Charles 
I. succeeded to the throne, the debt to Herriot was al- 
lowed to his trustees in part of their purchase money 
in the Barony of Broughton, then crown lands in the 
/neighbourhood of Edinburgh. ‘These lands are now 
part of the foundation of this hospital, for the mainte- 
nance, relief and bringing up of poor and fatherless 
| boys, freemen’s sons of the town of Edinburgh, the 
revenue of which is upwards of £5000, per annum, 
and is rapidly increasing. : 





CAUTION TO SPORTSMEN. 

It should be generally known that atmospheric air, 
when suddenly compressed to a certain degree, be- 
comes heated sufficiently to ignite gunpowder ; and 
therefore, that in the act of loading a gun, the ball 
should be driven so slowly asto allow the escape of 
the air contained in the barrel. It is probable that 
almost all the accidental discharges of guns, which 
occur in the act of loading, arise from a sudden and 
violent compression of air.
